T h e Decem ber issue of “N ature 
M agazine" carreid an article describ­ 
ing the N ature T rail constructed by 
T ed Zschokke, a young naturalist 
w ho put m uch time and effort into 
this practical method of bringing to 
our visitors a vivid realization th at 
the desert is not a barren waste such 
as popular belief w ould have, but is 
the hom e of many plants and ani­ 
mals that through adaptation to the 
severe dem ands of limited moisture 
and great sum m er heat have become 
highly 
successful 
in 
perpetuating 
themselves. 


T hrough clear, descriptive de­ 
vices of explanation M r. Zschok­ 
ke made know n this 
constant 
struggle for 
survival and the 
m ethods devised by plants and 
anim als to make life tolerable 
under 
arid 
conditions. 
H is 
graphic picture of the fact of 
approxim ately three inches 
of 
rainfall and evaporation rate of 
fifteen feet per year was a mas­ 
terpiece. 
It stated the problem 
and the solution of it by the des­ 
er inhabitant. 


A fte r a visit to his N ature T rail, 
w alking along the T rail, reading the 
explanations, one realizes how m uch 
of life there is on th e desert. W here 
there is life there is interest; but one 
m ust have some knowledge of that 
life to awaken its possibilities. 


R eturning from a recent trip, 
I noticed th at the sign has been 
rem oved; a road has been con­ 
structed along one edge; the cac­ 
tus garden w hich was gracious­ 
ly loaned as a part ol uie 1 rail 
rem ains b u t the explanatory de­ 
vises are gone; M r. ZschOKKe is 
no longer at the T rail. 
I could 
w rite at length about his strug­ 
gle to bring to Palm Springs 
som ething th at had great possi­ 
bilities for intriguing intelligent 
visitors w ith an appreciation of 
the desert but 1 would rather 
w rite that some later day, if the 
Trail is reestablished in a more 
perm anent 
location and with 
adequate income to assure its 
m aintenance. 


I spent several days of last w eek 
in the coast range and at the ocean: 
the m ountains w ere green, 
a few 
wildflowers w ere bloom ing, and de­ 
spite th e inclem ent 
weather, th e 
meadowlarks w ere singing. There is 
no bird song sw eeter than that of 
the m eadowlark. 
Some years ago in 
a section of th e O regon country that 
resembled the old frontier, lived a 
tough old cuss who was notoriously 
a hard customer. 
O ne day I asked 
him if he ever intended to make a 
visit to his old home in Europe. 
H e 
replied that Europe did not interest 
him, his old hom e country was no 
good, his relatives w ere absolutely 
no good, that he did not intend to 
make a visit b u t if he did it w ould 
only be to h ear th e meadowlarks 
sing. 
A short time after that he 
moved on to th e nortn country wnece 
he was rubbed from th e picture; no 
one regretted his sudden perm anent 
departure but I have never been able 
to quite forget his only reason for a 
possible trip to his old home. 


T his m orning I 
noticed a 
shrike going about his business 
of finding lood. 
H e is an en­ 
emy of smaller bird life, for the 
eggs and young of other birds 
are his delicacies. 
It does not 
take m uch tim e for this preda­ 
tory bird to drive m any of the 
songsters from a neighborhood. 
In this he is like 
a 
bluejay, 
though the latter is not so vic­ 
ious when food is plentiful. Last 
sum m er I was w atching a pair 
of flycatchers rear their family. 
T he nest appeared to be a swell­ 
ing on the dead limb of a tree 
it was so neatly 
and 
cleverly 
made. 
O ne day there was a 
great chattering, followed by the 
appearance of a bluejay which 
calmly hoppeo from one branch 
to 
another, 
spied 
the 
nest, 
pounced upon it, killing the 
young birds and destroying the 
nest. 


Spent tw o days in th e city and 
was m ore than glad to be back in 
Palm Springs. 
I realize more keenly 
the charm of th e village after a visit 
to the city.

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T E A C H E R -LO B B Y CH A LLE N G E SHALL 
NOT GO U N A N SW E R E D 
For generations the newspapers of the Unit­ 
ed States have championed the schools and 
espoused the cause of the public school teacher 
in every forward and progressive school move­ 
ment. The press will not recede from that tradi­ 
tional stand. 
It is pledged to the highest stand­ 
ards of free American education and it is proud 
of its record and consistent in its course. 
But the press of America can and will defend 
itself against insidious attacks that may be or 
have been launched against it by teachers or their 
representatives. It stands four-square on its rec­ 
ord when it is made the object of an unfair, un­ 
ethical attack, and it is unafraid of the conse­ 
quences of a vigorous offensive against unwar­ 
ranted political activity such as has been father­ 
ed by the California Teachers Association and 
directed at the life-blood of the newspapers. 
The reference is to the association’s recom­ 
mendation for a tax on advertising and the crit­ 
icism is directed not only at the fallacy of the as­ 
sociation’s argument, but particularly at the in­ 
sidious propaganda campaign that is intended to 
fortify its demand. 
In a recent bulletin issued by the association 
and distributed to members of the state legisla­ 
ture, among other things, were these statem ents: 
“A tax on advertising. The tax is reasonably 
sound. 
In the long run, advertising adds nothing 
to social wealth. 
As a method of educating the 
consuming public it is grossly abused.” 
The statem ent is a direct challenge to 
the 
newspapers of the state because it singles them 
out for a vicious and unwarranted attack. It leaves 
no room for doubt as to its intended victim, for it 
names the newspaper, periodical and “dodger” as 
the vehicles of advertising. 
In effect, the teachers’ association has de­ 
clared war on its best friend. It has slapped the 
publisher’s cheek before and got away with it, but 
its latest offensive has aroused the fighting spirit 
of the press. 
Don’t think for a minute that the 
fur will not fly from here out! 
The newspaper fraternity, from 
publisher 
down to printer’s devil, is proud of the American 
system of public schools and ready to defend that 
system to the last ditch, but it can find no cause 
for pride in any clique of professional people who 
flaunt their prestige in the face of common sense 
and economic logic. It can find no cause for pride, 
for instance, in the powerful teachers’ lobby that 
uses every political trick at its command to “in­ 
fluence” legislation at Sacramento, to manipulate 
measures which fatten its own pocketbook. 
^ 
Let the teachers’ association bear in mind 
this very serious situation, that the school costs 
of California are approximately 70 per cent of all 
its governmental expenses. 
Let that association 
lend an ear to public clamor for economy in gov­ 
ernment, listen to the groans from overburdened 
taxpayers, then turn its talents to a program of 
reducing costs of education. 
On sober reflection, neither press nor public 
should feel regret that the association has shown 
its true colors in attacking the newspapers, for 
in that attack lies ample justification for a vigor­ 
ous drive by an aroused public on the most notor­ 
ious lobby inflicted on this state. 
The public is 
long suffering, but it is not yellow!—J. E. Rine­ 
hart, Hanford Sentinel.

“The 
m ills of the gods grind slowly—but 
they grind exceeding fine.” 
T hat adage can be accurately 
ap­ 
plied tu th e present Congress, as it 
considers the President’s new recov­ 
ery and relief program . 
It is moving 
slowly, it is talking a good deal, and 
It is gradually grinding out legislation 
tow ard the two principal projects of 
the W hite House—social security, and 
an unprecedently vast public works 
program , designed to elim inate 
the 
dole. 
The public works program is of the 
m ost im m ediate interest. 
It will cost 
$4,000,000,000— the largest d raft ever 
draw n 
against 
the 
U nited 
States 
T reasury for any single purpose. 
It 
will put about 3,500,000 men to work 
directly. And, if the P resident's hopes 
m aterialize, it will put another 3,500.­ 
000 to work indirectly, in jobs created 
by the spending power of th e first 
3,500,000. 
Equally im portant are the promised 
principles upon which the program is 
predicated. 
All work is to be useful, 
in th at it will either perm anently im­ 
prove living conditions or create new 
w ealth. 
Pay for w orkers will 
be 
above the present "dole" level—but 
will be low enough so that the men 
employed will still keep an eye out 
for joba in private business. 
Projects 
will be selected so as to use the larg­ 
est possible am ount of labor for the 
m oney spent. 
The m oney will be al­ 
located on the basis of the greatest 
need—that is, a sta te which has 20 
per cent of its people on relief will 
get more than a state which lias but 
10 per cent on relief. 
It ie said the 
public works program will avoid com ­ 
petition with private enterprise, which 
is justifiably jittery about governm ent 
activities in the industrial field. 
The list of possible public works 
has not been com pleted, but a num ­ 
ber are known. 
Public buildings will 
be one. 
Bridge building will be an­ 
other. 
Soil conservation and san ita­ 
tion will come in for their share, as 
will tunnels, flood dam s and forest 
conservation. 
Road building will n at­ 
urally be near the head of the list.

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C.O. BARKER, PIONEER CITIZEN 
OF BANNING A HALF CENTURY, 
ANSWERS THE LAST SUMMONS 


W ith the death of C. O. Barker 
early Thursday morning, tho Book of 
Life was closed for a pioneer who 
through vision and industry had trans­ 
formed the once barren land of the 
San Gorgonio Pass to the acres of 
fruitful orchards and the beautiful 
city he loved and cherished for a half 
century. 
Fifty years ago last June a young 
man came to Banning, which was then 
a mere hamlet. 
He 
had 
small 
means, but he had the vision of an 
empire builder. He saw In the vast 
mountain range to the north the life­ 
blood, undeveloped, that could trans­ 
form the thousands of fertile acres 
below into a paradise, where men 
would build their homes, and help 
feed the ever-increasing population of 
his country. W ith this in mind, he 
set out to do a thing about which the 
best engineers have marveled to this 
day—he originated a method of water 
conservation that is known as the 
Barker system in the 
engineering 
textbooks. 
Death came to Mr. Barker in his 
sleep on Thursday morning, at about 
1:30, after a severe illness of a few 
days. For the past 10 years he has 
had to gradually give up active work, 
due to failing eyesight and ill health, 
but regardless of these handicaps, he 
was always vitally interested in the 
welfare of his home town and his 
country: always interested in promot­ 
ing what in his mind was to the best 
interests of the community as a 
whole. 
Charles Omar Barker was born July 
4, 1858, near Yates City. Fulton coun­ 
ty, Illinois. 
He was the 
son of 
Charles and Frances Barker. His sister, 
Mary, died in 18S3, and his brother, 
Douglas, and his father are buried 
here, the latter having made his home 
with him in Banning at the old Ban­ 
ning Hotel, where the San Gorgonio 
Inn now stands. 
His m other died 
when he was only 10 years of age. 
Mr. Barker spent his boyhood years 
in Iowa in the cattle business with 
relatives, while attending grade and 
high schools. He attended Lombard 
College in Galesburg, Illinois, and was 
a member of the Delta Tau Delta 
fraternity. Because of ill health, he 
left college, and came to California 
with his brother, Douglas, 
leaving 
Yates City on March 12, 1883, and ar­ 
riving in Riverside on the 21st of the 
same month. An account of the trip 
was kept in a diary, which is very in­ 
teresting to read. 
He spent some 
time in Riverside before coming to 
Banning. 
He obtained employment as clerk in 
the St. George Hotel in Riverside. 
W hile there he decided to go to the 
new colony of Banning to take charge 
of a water claim at $40 per month. He 
went to Colton by stage, and then 
rode the Southern Pacific to Banning. 
He spent his first night here on a 
cot in the Southern Pacific freight 


C. O. Barker arrived in Banning on 
June G. 2884. He accepted a position 
with 
the Banning Colony Land 
Company, holding down w ater bear­ 
ing land in San Gorgonio Canyon, 
now known as Banning W ater Canyon, 
and patroling the flume which brought 
the water into the'village. 
• 


After his health improved he taught 
school for two years, being 
Ban­ 
ning's first school teacher, and re­ 
ceived high praise from the county 
superintendent for his work. Several 
of his pupils are still residents of 
Banning. He gave up his position of 
teacher to become manager of the 
Banting Land Co., which was the out­ 
growth of the Banning Colony Land 
Company. The new company had the 
backing of a group of capitalists from 
Nevada. 
As the colony grew, it was neces­ 
sary to develop an adequate supply 
of w ater, and to this end, after ob­ 
taining proxies from all the surround­ 
ing area, he went to W ashington dur­ 
ing the term of President Harrison. 
After a long struggle, he succeeded 
in an exchange of land whereby the 
Indians who hold every even-number­ 
ed section throughout the Pass traded 
land surrounding Ranning for the land 
now known as the Morongo Indian 
reservation. In effecting this trade, 
the Banning W ater Company received 
water-bearing land and was able to 
purchase other land from the govern­ 
ment and the Southern Pacific rail­ 
road. 
After the successful conclusion of 
the Indian question, he was elected 
to the California Assembly from San 
Bernardino county. The land north 
of the railway tracks was then in San 
Bernardino county, and the land south 
of the tracks in San Diego county. On 
January 9, 1S93, he introduced Assem­ 
bly Bill No. 130, which created River­ 
side county out of San Bernardino 
and San Diego counties, and 
Mr. 
Barker became this county's first as­ 
semblyman. 
His chief reason for forming the 
new county was the great distance of 
the county seat, San Diego, from the 
part of that county south of Banning. 
During the days of horse and buggy, 
slow and infrequent rail transporta­ 
tion, he favored cutting down the size 
of counties in order to facilitate super­ 
vision. However, during his latter 
years he had favored consolidation of 
counties in order to decrease adm in­ 
istration costs, his contention being 
that supervision can now be m aintain­ 
ed adequately and swiftly over a 
larger area, due to modern transpor­ 
tation facilities. 
C. O. Barker was always vitally in­ 
terested in the improvement and ex­ 
ploitation of the resources of the area 
surrounding Banning. Throughout his 
life lie maintained that "all wealth 
must come primarily from the soil,” 
which accounted for ills keen inter­ 
est in conserving all of the available 
water in the watershed above Ban­ 
ning. 
To this end he grub-staked 
I many prospectors, and for the sam e 
) reason he spent much tim e and great 
sums of money to ascertain if oil 
could be found in this region. 
He 
helped to finance several test wells 
both east and w est of Banning. 
Mr. Barker originated the method 
of conserving w ater through a system 
of spreading ditches in the m ountain 
canyon and the debris cone at the 
base of the canyon. His theory was 
that by sinking the w ater into the 
artesian basin, there would be a great­ 
er flow in the stream throughout the 
summer. His plan worked so well, 
that it has been adopted throughout 
the W est. W ater rarely flows

Highway,” now known as U. S. High­ 
way 99. 
He helped organize and was vice­ 
president of the First 
National Bank 
of Banning, and has been president of 
the San Gorgonio Bnildiiig-Loan Asso­ 
ciation since its incepton. 
He was a member of 
Banning's 
first city council, and in this capacity 
lie drew a number of ordinances which 
have proven practical and beneficial

years. 
Mr. Barker was a charter member 
of the Odd Fellows Lodge and a sin­ 
cere member of the Masonic Order.

sp eech less and when his teacher aw ak­ 
ened to the fact, she promptly veered 
him from h is usual course. 
H arvey 
rem ained in the eighth grade for three 
years. 
F inally he succeeded in en ter­ 
ing the high school. 
It seem ed as 
though the great ob stacle in his life 
v as the eigh th grade because im m e­ 
d iately he took a new 
interest 
in 
school and upon finishing high school 
he entered the university. 
There he

In thousands of cities and ham lets 
nn January 30 the birthday anniver­ 
sary of P resident R oosevelt w as cele­ 
brated w ith a birthday ball. 
M essages o f felicitation began to 
pour in ypsterday as 
Franklin 
D. 
R oosevelt, on e of Am erica's younger 
Presidents, reached the eve of an­ 
other birthday. 
He is 53. 
It is alm ost one quarter century 
since Mr. R oosevelt, a young man a 
few y ea ie out of H arvard, entered 
public life as a N ew York state sen­ 
ator In January, 1910. 
But as he presided over the W hite 
House party friends gathered at birth­ 
day balls throughout th e country to 
do him honor and aid in fan tile para­ 
lysis victim s, the P resident reflected 
that few m en his age have attained 
the country's high est post. 
He w as 51 when he took office. 
Of 
the 31 m en w ho have held the Presi­ 
dency, only eight w ere younger than 
that when inaugurated. 
Am ong the 
eight, the you n gest w as the 
other 
R oosevelt— Theodore. For he was only 
42 when h e put his hand on the Bible. 
The oldest of all the 31, w as W illiam 
Henry H arrison, who w as 62. 
Incidentally, the sta tistics show that 
modern Am ericans ch oose 
younger 
ITeeidents than in 
the 
Republic's 
early days. 
The average a ge of the 
first 10 P resid en ts w as 5S and of the 
last 10 only 51. 
The quarter century of public life 
started w hen young R oosevelt 
sur­ 
prised h im self by w inning a state sen­ 
ate seat in a norm ally Republican dis­ 
trict w as m arked by one tragic inter­ 
lude. 
That w as the in fan tile paralysis 
attack in 1921. 
It follow ed trying days a s assistant 
secretary of 
the 
navy 
during 
the 
World W ar and the subsequent ard­ 
uous cam paign as D em ocratic vice- 
presidential nom inee in 1920. 
But by 1924, R oosevelt w as back in 
the thick of a D em ocratic national 
convention, 
nom inating 
Alfred 
E. 
Sm ith for the P resid en cy and helping 
lead the fight through 104 
ballots. 
Again in 1928 he w as on hand at the 
Houston 
convention 
to 
nom inate 
Sm ith, who in turn 
in sisted 
that 
R oosevelt accep t the N ew York guber-1 
natorial nom ination. 
He w as called 
into that con test 
iroin 
h is 
W arm 
Springs, Ga„ retreat and h e won. H is­ 
tory is recording the rest.

Somebody in the county has evident­ 
ly circulated the report that 
your 
Senator and ytfTTr Assemblyman have 
signed resolutions asking Congress 
to pass the Townsend Old Age Re­ 
volving Pension Plan. 
1 have seen it 
in most of the county papers but the 
prize gees to the Palm Springs Lime­ 
light, whose editor gave the matter a 
clever and semi-humorous stickful un­ 
der the "Happy Event Department” 
and proposed a debate between Sam­ 
uel Untermeyer, who opposes 
the 
plan, and your Assemblyman, who, 
sh e says, is for it "hammer 
and 
tongs.” 
Now, the compliments, spoken and 
implied, are appreciated, and it is a 
temptation to say nothing if there is 
any chance of being asked to debate 
this, or any other, subject with a man 
so brilliant and famous as Samuel 
Untermeyer. 
Unfortunately, when I 
w as a little boy, I was compelled to 
w rite in my “copy book" that "Hon­ 
esty is the best policy”—and this has 
handicapped me somewhat ever since, 
especially in political life. 
The resolutions which your Senator 
and I signed, in our respective houses, 
did not ask Congress to pass 
the 
Townsend Plan, but asked it to study 
the plan. 
Furthermore, while some 
day I may be a good enough politician 
to sign such bills, or others like them, 
sim ply because such signing 
would 
please a lot of people, and so in­ 
fluence votes, I have not yet reached 
that advanced state of political evolu­ 
tion, and actually signed this Town­ 
send Plan resolution because I sin­ 
cerely want Congress, or some other 
body, to study the plan. 
For a year I’ve tried to get certain 
figures. 
It may be that I shall be for 
the plan ("hammer and tongs” if you 
w ish !) when this information is in 
my hands. 
Fantastic as the Town­ 
send Plan seemed at first, I)r. Town­ 
send may have hit upon a basic theory, 
astonishing in its simplicity, that will 
correct some of our economic faults. 
The information I want is 
this: 
Just what costs in our expensive na­ 
tional balance slieet would the Plan 
offset? 
You know and i know that 


I ' and such services as dry cleaners and 
,j beauty parlors could furnish me a few 
figures, as could 
travel 
agencies. 
Start on these and 1 11 ask for more 
later! 
I want to know too, what assurance 
we have that these offsetting govern­ 
m ental costs will actually stop, if such 
a plan as the Townsend Plan, or any 
other, were to pass. It's an old Amer­ 
ican custom, in government, to start 
a new expenditure, supposed to substi­ 
tute for an old expenditure, and then 
continue the old, as well as the new. 
There is another point, too, which 
few people would consider. 
I do. 
I 
have been for old age pensions for 
years, long before the subject became 
popular, politically, in fact, when it 
was fairly unpopular. 
Old age pen­ 
sions are not only morally and social­ 
ly sound, they are economically sound. 
But year after year I've seen the idea 
defeated through lack of interest and 
perhaps through the efforts of those 
who are afraid they would have to pay 
the bills. 
The aged, and the country, 
have suffered from the shortsighted­ 
ness of the wealthy. 
If Dr. Townsend 
has 
done 
nothing 
else 
he 
h a s 
made thi% country “o'.d-age-pension- 
conscious" and for that alone he de­ 
serves credit and support. 
I want figures, not merely enthus­ 
iasm or hope, for enthusiasm is no 
good to an analyst, and the building 
of false hope is criminal. Then I will 
tell j'ou, very promptly, whether or 
not I am for the Townsend Plan. 
I 
have an idea the figures could sur­ 
prise a lot of us. 
Until them I am in 
favor of making a study of the Plan!

De­ 
termining the income possibilities of 
the property, or the financial condi­ 
tion of the debtor, he may order taxes 
to be paid, or not; interest to be paid

He must see that the property is kept 
up. 
Thte was the original AB 23; 
please keep in mind that som e changes 
exist in the bill as passed. 
The other is AB 44. which simply 
continued the present moratorium, un­ 
der which no debtor received relief 
unless he could pay accumulated taxes 
in full and pay 
interest.

other hand the debtor who w as quite 
able to pay the principal wae

lieved of this obligation, if he could 
pay interest and taxes.

Like a giant repair shop whose job 
It is to re-vitalize human lives broken 
and tossed adrift by the cruel process­ 
es of the depression, the Federal 
Transient Service in California is 
making its contribution to recovery 
through the vast rehabilitation system 
which is today in full swing, accord­ 
ing to H. A. R. Carleton, state director 
of the organization at Los Angeles. 
The latest government figures on 
the number of homeless transients in 
the nation, including both individuals 
and members of families, show that 
federal relef units are now caring for 
more than 300,000 unfortunates, of 
which more than one-eighth are re­ 
ceiving assistance in this state. 
With California in the van of all 
states in the number of non-resident 
destitute receiving government relief, 
the task of the Transient Service here 
has been not only to provide im m e-: 
dlate care and offer aid in returning 
itinerants to their places of legal resi­ 
dence. but also to help in rebuilding 
its charges so that they will be able 
to cope with their own problems after 
leaving the protection of Uncle Sam, 
according to Carleton. 
Under this plan, the system has 
been established of requiring useful 
labor for transients who are physically 
able to perform it, thus enabling men 
and women to regain their health and 
self-respect while reducing the gov­ 
ernment’s cost of operation and mak-! 
itig definite contributions in the form | 
of necessary public improvements in 
the public domain. 
In the various camps, shelters, and 
other units operated within the state, 
the rehabilitation process has been 
expended 
to after-working hours 
through the launching of a program 
of education and recreation, open to 
(lie free participation of all persons 
under care. 
This program is providing class in­ 
struction in a number of trades and 
vocations as well as in general educa­ 
tional subjects, so that 
itinerants, 
upon the conclusion of their federal 
camp enlistment will be in a better 
position to attempt their self-support 
than prior to such enrollment.
